As_ always, the Student-Faculty 
Senate is in session, and is ready to put 
their ideas together in order to create 
new school policies. 

The topic of the session: school 
dances. A school mandate had gone into 
place at the beginning of the year that 
banned all dances for the first semester. 
It required a stricter plan of action to be 
formed regarding appropriate behavior 
for all future events.

Senior Jeremy Smith had an interest he 
could not ignore: Architecture. 

“I like the integration of problem solving and 
artistic expression in a process that yields 
something that benefits the community,” he said. 

Yet when he searched through the course 
catalog, there was no Architecture course to be 
found. Instead of opting to take another course, 
Smith followed his passion and took advantage of 
the school's independent study program. 

Advised by Cara Bean, Smith embarked on 
a project to redesign the high school campus. 
Treating the study as an_ introduction to 
architecture, he worked out a new plan using 
design and drafting techniques he had learned, his 
own analysis of the school, and inspiration from 
the world around him. 

“If | see something that is quite beautiful, or 
learn of an innovative design technique, | almost 
always end up integrating it into my body of 
work,” said Smith. 

For any motivated student, an independent 
study was the perfect opportunity to pursue an 
interest and engage in a_ self-constructed 
curriculum. It was easy; all a student had to do 
was find a teacher in the field willing to sponsor 
him or her, and get the anticipated syllabus 
approved by the appropriate department head.

The week of work was worth it in the 
end, though, when | saw the look of appreciation on 
the faces of all the family members. It was priceless. 
After hugs from all the kids and adults in the 
community, and tears in my eyes, | truly felt like part 
of this tight knit community in Nicaragua. | couldn't 
believe the hard work (which is an understatement) 
these people went through.

During the day, he would bust his back in order to 
help us.
